A man 
in bartender’s apron had it. At a yell from the police he dropped 
in the back of a wagon and ran like a scared dog. 

Two mounted cops went at a full gallop through the crowd in 
time to see the man duck down a cellar-way.

POLICE LASH BULLY. 

A vicious brutal fight took place. It began with one of the 
mounted policemen lashing the man in the face with a quirt and the 
driver trying to strike back with a monkey wrench. 

Some one signaled from the police auto to “get him.” The brutal- 
ity became blood-mad and outrageous. | , 

Coppers came running back with drawn clubs. One of them 
climbed into the wagon while the running fight went on. “His club 
‘came down on the man’s head with a crash. The driver reeled in his 
seat but dropped his lines and fought back like a cornered cat, while 
the horse ran wild. 

‘The end of it was like hounds dragging down a mountain cat. 
They dragged him out of the Seat and one stolid German officer beat 
him over his bald head until his scalp was laid open to the bone in 
great gashes and the blood streamed down his neck.

The imperial domains, the main 
source of the wealth of the Romanova, 
were originally church lands. In the 
Middle Ages the church in Russia was 
not only the repository of all the 
learning of the land, but fits bankers 
and wusurers also, and the wealth 


enormous. The Ruseian church Is not 
poor now, but the bulk of its vast pos- 
sessions passed to the House,of Ro- 
manov a century ago. The imperial 
domains comprise 
area larger than a)! Ireland. About 
two-thirds of this area is forest out 
of which a good revenue is made; the 
timber exported from Archangel is 
known all over the world, while 
estate of Belovezh. that magnificent 
forest where are still herds 
of the aurochs, annually provides for 


other estate in the Vologda province 
produces 200,000 of the largest timber 
trees annually for the imperial saw- 
mills there. 

The other third of the area com- 


| prised in the imperial domains, seme- 


thing larger than all Wales, is highly 
cultivated land. The iargest vine- 
yards producing the best wine in Rus- 
sia belong to the demains, and about 
150,000 pounds’ worth of wine is sold 
annually from this source. In the 
province of Samara is a sugar planta- 
tion, the factory on which produces 
1500 tons of sugar every year. Mineral 
wealth is worked in a hundred spots; 
1500 flour mills, 1000 fisheries, not for 
sport, but as an article of trade, 100 
wharves on various rivers, and 850 
trading concerns of various kinds, are 
among the minor undertakings belong- 
ing to the imperial domains. But the 
greater part of the cultivated area is 
rented to others, 15,000 lots for’ purely 
agricultural purposes, and 16,000 for 
the higher forms of cultivation, fruit, 
vineyards, etc. 

The clear profit derived from these 


ling per annum. During the past hun- 
dred years, since the church property 
was converted to the imperial use, a 
sum of 25,000,000 sterling has been pa 
out to various members of the imperfal 
house. Under the head of imperial do-« 
mains fs also included certain capital 
accumulated by various Emperors, and 
to this must be added the 5.250.000 ster- 
ling received from the peasants who 
were serfs on the imperial domains as 
the price of their freedom. 

The third source of income !s the 
“Cabinet Properties,” which belong to 
the reigning Czar personally as Czar. 
The only figures obtainable for assess- 
ing the value of this, the greatest 
source of present and future wealth, ts 
the area of the landed property, which 
is one hundred and fifteen 
acres, or about the size of France. 
This property is almost entirely in St- 
beria, but it incldes the best and larg- 
est of the gol. and silver mines, worked 
and unworked, besides a fabulous 
amount of unexplored wealth, both 
above and below the surface. Copper, 
iron, platinum, and other ores, besides 


opening up of this unexplored terri- 
tory, the size of France, to yield many 
more millions annually to the Czar of 
all the Russias, who personatiy. is a 
man of simple tastes and averse from 
the display and magnificence of ori- 
ental splendor which is imposed upon 
him by circumstances. 


The Czar has already authorized the 
sale of such lands as can oc spared 
from the “Imperial Domains” category 
—a mere drop in the ocean of the coun- 
try’s needs—and signs are not wanting 
that concessions will be made before 
long from the vast unutilized areas of 
the ‘Cabinet Properties.” There is 
land enough in Russia to feed the rest 
of the civilized world and provide no 
small part of the metals and other 
minerals needed in its manufacturing 
processes, What is wanted is capital 
to make roads and open up the terra 
incognita—a task beyond the powers 
of the Russian bureaucracy. The peo- 
ple of Russia demand the expropria- 
tion of these neglected sources of 
wealth, on the double ground of the 
nation’s crying need and the \crimina! 
waste of opportunities by the present 
hoiders of so appreciable a portion of 
the carth’s surface. |
